. erumcut shall be inadequate.-'' 


No computation has' been made to as 


certain whether or not the loan provided 
for in the bill which Minister Squiers re 
iera to, trespasses 'upon the. provision o 
the Platt amendment, but it is prcsum 
cd that the Cuban revenues can pay th 
interest and provide a sinking fund be.

i WASHINGTON,- Aug. 4.—The- state 
department has received the .following 
cablegram from Minister Squiers, dated 
Havana, August 4: 


"The house'has passed bill authoriz- 


ing loan thirty-five million; minimum 
rate of issue ninety per cent; maximum 
interest five per cent, r-edeemable .in for- 
ty years." 


Under the Platt amendment, the Un- 


ited States is bound to take cognizance 
lof every action of the Cuban government 
Delating to loans. Article 
2 of 
that 


amendment provides: 


"That said "government shall not as 


Bume or contract any public debt, to paj 
the interest upon which and to make 
reasonable sinking fund'provision for the 
.ultimate discharge of which the ordinan 
revenues of the island of Cuba, after de- 
fraying the current' expenses of the gov- 
. eminent shall be inadequate." 


No computation has been made to as 


certain whether or hot the loan provided 
for in the bill which Minister Squiers re 
fers to, trespasses'upon the provision o 
the Platt amendment, but it is presum 
ed that the Cuban revenues can pay th 
•interest and. provide a sinking fund be- 
; 


bides defraying the 
ordinary expenses : 


of the government, as provided for in 
•the amendment. At the same time it 
will no doubt be found very difficult to 
interpret this particular provision as the 
question of revenues may fluctuate ac- 
•corcling to the conditions in the island. 


It is known that the intention of arti- 


cle IT/O was to prevent any .extraordi- 
nary issue,, of bonds for. the purpose of 
^redeeming the bonds of the so-called re- 
public -previous to the Spanish-American 
war and the payment of large bounties 
to those who had taken parkin the in- 
surrection against Spain. It was intend- 
ed as a check upon the Cuban govern- 
ment in the matter of incurring indebt- 
edness although it carries no provision 
indicating what would be the action of 
the United States should the Cuban gov- 
ernment exceed the indebtedness pro- 
hibited-by the amendment. Neither is 
there anything in the emandmeni; indi- 
cating what steps "'the 'United 
States 


•would take to determine whether the in- 
debtedness was .beyond the proscription, 
or how it would "prqVent'the incurring of 
such indebtedness. .,

secure a reduction oi $20,000 of its assess- 
ment for taxation b an astounding inci- 
dent. T|at this tmvn looked up1 to the 
Boston, the hub of Kenosha county, its 
citizens regarded as standing a£ the liead 
n intelligence and culture should descend 
fro "the act of advertising to the people 
of the' state that its broad and fertile 
acres are overrun with noxious weeds in 
violation of the statutes of the state oi 
Wisconsin; arc so reduced in value by 
these noxious terrors that they are com- 
pelled to petition for a reduction of their 
just sharo of taxes. Let the other towns 
of Kenosha county make this case of 
Somers an object lesson and bring some 
good out of fie evii. 


There is next to nothing done to en- 


force the law against 
noxious 
weeds. 


Canada thistles are now in full seed, the 
winds carrying the winged seeds in every 
direction. There is a large crop of this- 
tle seed now ripe along the miles of the 
•roads leading to Kenosha and some farms 
have acres upon acres. If 
the 
town 


boards have complied with the law and 
appointed commissioners they, the com- 
misisoners, have failed of their duty. 1't 
is in the power, and it 'is the duty of 
the commissioner 
to 
prevent noxious 


weeds from going to seed, and the law 
provides a penalty not to exceed twenty- 
five dollars to be enforced on the commis- 
sioner if he fails of his duty in this case. 
The minimum penalty against the own- 
er of the land for allowing thistles to 
go to seed on his land or the highway ad- 
joining is five dollars which is repeated 
every day after notice has been served. 
The law provides a penalty of not Jess

Mrs. Killian, a sister 
of Frank, was seen at her Maple street 
home and stated that she had received, a 
letter from a Chicago sister, in which jit 
was stated that Frank and his bride had 
called upon her, and that the bride WAS 
introduced as the nurse who had taken 
care, of the soldier while in the hospital 
at Manila. Farther than this Mrs. Kil- 
lian had no information. She had never 
seen the lady and in fact never heard of 
the romance until she received the letter

Xearman managed 
to pick himself up and ran to the in- 
jured boy,'but others had preceded him 
,and he was carried jnto the office of the 
HolbTook-Armstrong Company and Drs.

and found that the

The ambulance took him to his home 
and at a late hour the physicians stated 
that they were unable to state how the 
Injuries would terminate, 


•Mr. Nearman, who was riding the 


motor-cycle which ran the boy down, is 
a tester of the Wisconsin Wheel works. 
He was riding at a twenty-mile clip and 
was so close on the car that he failed to 
notice Mrs. Christopherson get off 
and 


although 
he managed to clear the 


mother and the two children, it was im- 
possible to avoid hitting the boy,' Al- 
though he was thrown many feet and 
hurt, he was about and did all he could 
for the injured lad and is much dis- 
tressed over the acident.

This was prior to 
the making of the government survey in 
that region. He had traveled to Chica- 
go and there met Captain Gilbert Knapp, 
founder of Racine. The captain had just 
returned on his pony from the mouth of 
Root river where he had made a claim 
and he urged Mr. Sage to join him and 
take up a claim on the opposite side of 
the river to his own and offered to loan 
him the pony to make the trip. The 
offer was accepted and Mr. Sage made 
the trip on the pony.

A- late decision in a Xew York federal 


court upholds the trust known as the 
distilling trust, in that -a contract made 
by them with another distiller not to en- 
gage in business for certain considera- 
tions, must be adhered to. If this is 
good law, then the trusts have a firm 
foothold, in that their contracts made 
in furtherance of suppressing competi- 
tion wall be upheld by the United States 
government. The same decision 
would 


naturally enforce every contract made 
bv a trust or combine with any person, 
firm or corporation. The gist of this 
late decision is as follows: 


"Woolsey was the principal owner of 


the Interstate Distilling'company in In- 
diana at the time the Standard Distilling 
and Distributing company was founded. 
He sold his stock therein to the so-called 
tirust, entering into an agreement at tho 
same tim& not to engage in tho distilling 
business wihin 1*200 mifes of Chicago for 
a certarin stipulated period of years. 
The plaintiff claims that, the

formed Hammond Distilling company is 
owned and controlled Viy Woolsey in vio- 
lation of his agreement." 
^ Judge Lacomb in the United States 
circuit court in Manhattan, after hearing 
the evidence, ordered the defendant to 
sell all his stock in the Hammond Distil- j 
li:ng company, and signed ari order re- 
straining him from engaging in the dis- 
tilling business within twelve hundred 
miles of the city of Chicago.

The dairy 
interests contend that the oleo nianufac 
turers desire to use palm oil solely for 
the purpose of coloring oleo, and that 
thoy intend to insist that it is not arti- 
ficial coloring and will therefore allow 
thorn to sell the product under a tax oJ 
only one-fourth of a cent a pound.

LONDON, Aug. .2.—Calmer estimates 


of the significance of the unprecedented 
Liberal victory in this week's parliamen- 
tary election in Leeds radicate little real 
basis for the renewed hopes that tlie Lib- 
erals are 'gaining control'- af the govern- 
ment. Tlie government has been sound, 
ly lectured and solemnly .'warned, this 
week, not only by its opponents but also 
by some of its 'journalistic supporters; 
but the opposition's enthusiastic proph- 
esies about early getting together of all 
branches of the opposition were pretty 
elTeot'ually sqxiekhed by Lord Eoseber- 
ry's dispassionate reiteration that he has 
no intention of abandoning the imperial- 
istic pltaforni, and the equally stubborn 
contention of the Radicals that they will 
not relinquish home rule as a standard 
paVty issue. In politely deploring Lord 
Roseberry's utterances tho chief Liber- 
al organ disappointedly remarks:
